Horticulturist Produced ' Blueberries | 
From Seed In Twelve Months 
The first blueberries ever raised | 
from seed to fruit-bearing stage in| 
12 months were picked recently at, 
the University of New Hampshire. 
To get fruit on a young plant origi- 
nating. from seed would ordinarily 
take four years; Dr. W. W.: Smith, | 
research assistant in horticulture, | 
cut three years off the period. 

He chilled the ripe berries in a re-! 
frigerator, thus taking them out of 
their rest period and setting the life.
